Co., disclose that P*2f> objected 1o 
House's proposal that the United 
States should suggest a peace con- 
ference on condition -that, if Ger- 
many 
refused the 
proposal, 
United States would go to war on 
the side of the allies. Page thought 
there were ample moral grounds 
for an American declaration of war 
against Germany, but he felt that to 
go In on the basis of the House pro- 
posal •would amount to trickery. 


T!ie message brought to London 
by House, as the emissary of Pres- 
ident Wilson more than a year be- 
for# the United States actually did 
BO to war, was quoted by Page in 
one of his memoranda as follows: 
"The Unhed States would -like 
Great Britain to do whatever would 
help the United States to aid the 
allies." 


Page Refused Proposal. 


That was in January, 191«i. Five 


weeks later, after visiting 
the 
French, Belgian and German cap- 
itals,- the colonel returned to Lon- 
don with his plan for an American 
peace conference proposal, with an 
ultimatum to Germany attached. 


"Of 
course, as I told 
House,' 
wrote Page in February, 1916 "no- 
body here would talk about peace 
and if they did dare, nobody would 
dare accept the president's interven- 
tion. 
They no longer have confi- 


dence in the president." » * *

meeting on Monday—Asquith, Gray- 
Reading, Lloyd George, he and I

A TKAINLOAD OF DAIRY AND 


POULTRY PRODUCTS. 


Nebraska took 6ccasTon to notify the world that 


Its poultry and dairy interests have most imposing 
proportions. 


A tralnload of live and dressed poultry, butter, 


«g-grs and chees.e left Lincoln Saturday night for the 
eastern markets. All of the produce came from Ne- 
braska farms. 


It will provide good advertising for the state. 
Nebraska's story has not been sufficiently told 


throughout the nation to enable those who live out- 
Bide its borders to get a clear conception of the basis 
of prosperity. For years practically the only crops 
raised in this state which receive attention from out- 
ciders are corn, wheat and oats. "While corn is the 
principal crop and oats and wheat add greatly to the 
revenues of the agricultural sections. Nebraska is by 
no means dependent upon Its three principal crops 
It has many other sources of income. Chief among 
these are the sidelines of poultry and dairy which fit 
In so closely with tgriculture. 


In 1924, the Nebraska Poultry, Butter and Eg? 


association declares, this state shipped 2,011 carloads 
of poultry to market, and produced 50,000,000 dozen 
eggs, of an aggregate value of $35,000,000. For the 
year which is drawing to a close, Nebraska has al- 
ready produced 84,000,000 pounds of butter/ Omaha, 
the largest city in the state, takes rank as the largest 
•butter manufacturing city in the world. The compari- 
son can be made even more effectively. The poultry 
products from the Nebraska farm are worth as much 
to the farmers of this state as all of the wheat which 
Is raised. The dairy output in Nebraska adds as much 
to the wealth of this state as wheat or oats. The two 
combined each year enrich Nebraska farmers to the 
extent of $100,000,000. 


Two years ago when agriculture was in the dold- 


rums Nebraska farmers were urged to diversify their 
efforts. Farming which furnished the backbone of 
prosperity from 1910 to 1918 was conducted on that 
scale, although the closing years of the war saw 
many expensive methods adopted.' But from 1918 to 
3920 farmers gave up feeding chickens and milkm? 
cOws At the best it Is exacting and laborious. Corn, 
wheat and oats were bringing such high prices on 
the market that it was unnecessary to extend farm- 
ing operations to the sidelines which had previously 
been a part of Nebraska agriculture. Then the slump 
came. Nebraska farmers went back to raising chick- 
ens and to milking cows. They did noftlelay their 
task By converting their cheap corn into high-priced 
pork, and by increasing their poultry flocks and their 
dairy herds, Nebraska farmers pulled out of the 


are few states In the union better adapted 


to the poultry industry than Nebraska. There is a 
vast amount of cheap forage. Climatic conditions are 
generally favorable. Given even a fair amount of at-, 
tentlon, chickens will do as well In this state as anv 
place In the union. The same situation applies to 
dairying. The trouble with dairying has been that 
Nebraska farmers had too many non-productive or 
scrub cows in their herds. Now an effort is being 
made to Improve the dairy herds in the state. 


While Nebraska has realized big dividends from 


her poultry and dairy industries, the next ten years 
vrill see a tremendous increase In the output in this 
state.

Whether as a result of this particular burden or 


not, the mothers were afflicted with an appalling 
death rate. They died young, and it took two or three 
to rear a single family. Statistics for, earliest times 
».re not available, but accurate figures are recorded 
for a group gf 41S college graduates between the years 
"of 1701 and 1745. Thirty-three of their wives died be- 
fore the age of 25; 55 before they were 35 years old: 
B9 before they were 45 years old. Those 418 husbands 
lost 147 wives before middle age. In another group. 
ten husbands had eighteenVives as a result of high 
mortality. 


Conditions for mothers as well as for fathers have 


improved. The fathers may not be as tough as their 
Pilgrim forebears, but the times are not as rigorous 
The average span of Hfe is past middle age now, 
Instead of under the 20 year mark as it was in medi- 
aeval England. 


There is still so much to do in the way of preven- 


tative hygienic measures that one wonders how long 
it -will be before citizens shudder at the 1925 death 
rate, a* we shudder at that of 1625. Education for 
the -whole population In sanitary matters, and trebled 
knowledge for'specialists will one day make the aver- 
age life nearer 65 than 45. 


WHAT HURTS THE GASOLINE TRADE. 
Complaints were voiced at the state convention 


of the Nebraska oil dealers' association last week 
that filling stations in the territory around Lincoln 
have been losing a good deal of patronage because 
competitive prices which prevail la the capital city 
' fc» lower than elsewhere. 
_ 


This Is doubtless true.xlt \» equally true that deal- 


ers In1 Lincoln do not make as much money as they 
would If no competition existed and prices were 
higher. In that event, while they would not get-so 
much outalde trade, they would realize more profit 
from their local sales and thus make up the differ- 
ence. •>' 
' 


Thosft engaged In the gasoline business claim 


then Is too much competition, including that of the 
municipal government of Lincoln. Others assert that 
there la not enough. 


Perhaps the trouble Is not duo so much to ex- 


cessive competlon, or to the lacft of It, as to other 
factors In the situation. For one thing, there are three 
or four times as many filling stations as ar« neces- 
sary to serve tho needs of the public. What is the re- 
sult? Each station does only a fraction of the volume 
of business which it should do, and takes In a cor- 
respondingly small amount of money. Yet Its over- 
bead ezpeBM remains Virtually the tame. Thle makes 
It •ictmry to realise more profit oa •MtTnUo* of

gasoline gold. In order to meet tho cost of (toiflg busi- 
ness. The dealer Is forced to charge a higher price 
or come out behind. Even under the stress o£ com- 
petition, this condition prevails. 


The consumer pays for the multiplicity of facilities 


that have been provided for him to choose from. Ho 
did not ask for sofmany of them, but he pays anyway. 
So, from his standpoint as wel/ »s from that of^ the 
dealer, things are not satisfactory. 


If two-thirds of the existing stations could be 


eliminated—which would seem to be out of the ques- 
tion—the rest of them would 9*11 three times as^much. 
That would enable the owners to operate on a closer 
margin and still make mor* money on their Invest- 
ments. 


Not only are the larger cities oversupplied with 


filling stations, but ftvery village has from two to 
half a dozen of them. Many of these were established 
two or three years ago by persons who wanted to get 
in on what they believed was a gold mine. No doubt, 
most of the people who embarked on such ventures 
have learned differently. But they- are in and they 
must liyc. "Also, the older dealers who liave had to 
divide their business with the newcomers must share 
the losses. 


No effective remedy fdr this state ot affairs ,1s 


in sight. It may turn out eventually that some will 
have to quit the field. Otherwise, the trade as a whole 
may find its complete recovery postponed until growth 
of population and increase in the nunfber of automo- 
biles take up the slack between supply and demand. 


It is gratifying to observe that very few new fili- 


ng stations have been opened in Lincoln during th 
ast year or two. With the city and its suburban com- 
munities growing as fast as they are, a steady im- 
provement in the gasoline business should be exper- 
enced—provided there is no further multiplication of 
dealers in that commodity. 


JAKE YUNGBLUT. 


Much might be written concerning Jake Yuiigblut,

Take Yungblut. There are few more, honored, respected 
or liked than Jake Tungblut was. There was a certain 
sturdiness, a certain dependability, a certain frank- 
ness and charm about him that was most engaging. 
He was always cheerful and genial. He liked people 
and people liked him. 


A fair index of Jake Yungblut is revealed in the 


record which he made in Lincoln Rotary, the organi- 
ation in which he was most active. During the ten 
•ears that he was connected with the club, he never 
vas credited with an unexcused absence. Over a Jnog 
erm of years he never missed a meeting. In these 
days when responsibility is taken so lightly, that Is a 
most unusual record. But Jake Tungblut was that sort 
of a chap. He was intensely loyal to those things which 
>ccupied his attention. No sacrifice in personal com- 
'ort or convenience was too great for anything which 
lad a claim upon his time and services. He will be 
greatly missed by his associates and friends. 


"RED'' GRANGE AGAINST NEBRASKA. 


The East had its first glimpse of "Red" Grange 


n action last Saturday and as a result of a marvel- 
ous performance by the Illinois "flash" are singing 
his praises toddy. All honor to Grange. He is the 
great football player which the east proclaims him to 
be, and is entitled to full credit. 


Against a Pennsylvania line which was supposed 


o be bullet proof, Grange reeled off an average gain 
of 11 yards every time he took the ball\ He carried 
t thirty-three times. An aggregate of better than 330 
•ards to the prowess and skill of one man is a record 
vorthy of the best in American football. 


TV'ithout detracting from Grange it Is significant 


hat Nebraska is the only team which has stopped 
Srange successfully. At Urbana m the opening camo 
Df the season, Grange did not get away once during 
he entire game. Several times he was tackled for 
osses. The game was played on a wet field, supposedly 
a handicap for Grange but the Illinois star faced even 
more trying playing conditions against Nebraska on 


dry field. He was no more potent than he was 


against Nebraska In the opening jgame last October. 


In this respect the Cornhuskers have a record 


which should not escape notice. Michigan, it is true, 
topped Grange a week ago last Saturday. Mighty as 
he TVolverines are they did not do it as decisively 
and as convincingly as the Cornhuskers did. But u 
ear ago "Red" Grange ran rough shod all over this 
ame Michigan team, and scored 28 points in the open- 
ng quarter of the game as a result of four long, re- 
markable runs.

SOME OF OUR OWN MEDICINE. 


Canada's recent election has revived rumors of 


etaliatory measures on the part of America's northern 
leiglibor to offset the high protective tariff which 
was adopted in 1920. The Canadian government, it Is 
aid, is giving consideration to a proposal to enact 
iiore rigid barriers against the entry of American 
eoocls. 


In friendship and kindly spirit, America has al- 


eady sacrificed much for the sake of her tariff. Par- 
icularly is that true in Canada. For oyer a hundred 
ears now these/ two people have dwelt In peace and 
larmony. It is a situation almost without duplicate 
n history. During all of that time there has never 
een a serious dispute of any character to mar the 
understandings. No "frowning fortifications rear their 
eads along the, boundaries. There has Sever been a 
ime when the "governments of America and Canada 
were not in complete accord on all questions which 
rose between them. 


Canada produces great quantities of wheat on the 


heap lands which are awaiting settlement. She de- 
ires to dump a part of her crop upon the American 
markets and does ship some grain In spite of the 
ariff. But the fact remaThs that the tariff wall whiih 
as been erected is a source of great irritation to the 
Canadians and/ one which offers little hope of relief, 
'ractically the oiily way out which Canada sees is 
o match barrier with barrier. 


If other nations continue to adopt the principles 


underlying the tariff during the next ten years in the 
ame degree that they 
have In the last-five, the 


world will soon be organized on a protection- basts 
and no advantage will rest with any nation beyond 
a temporary period. It is a game which both can 
play.

GALL STONES. 
Did you ever try to melt a stone with any success? 
Dr. E, H. Graham, a recognized authority on gall bladder disease 
tells me tliat he often has patients come to him bringing pint jars half 
filled with the "stones" they have passed after the olive oil treatment 
He demonstrates their fallacy by this melting test. I asked the doctor 
whoriT I met at the last A. M. A. convention, some questions about gall 
stones. I'll give you my qtfestlons and his answers: 
"Is it possible, Dr. Graham, to pass a large gall stone through the 
bowel ?" 

If there is extensive Inflammation of the gall 
bladder with aahesions .to the Intestines and final ulceration, the gall- 
stone may go through this ulcer Into the Intestines. No stone of an> 
size can pass through the intestines in any other way because of the very 
small calibre of the gall duct. Small stones do pass through! the duct to 
the intestines; when one gets Into the duet, of sufficient size to stretch 
it much, there is great pain—the gallstone colic." 
"Have you observed any relalonshlp between overweight and gall 


bladder disease?"

"Ah! I knew you'd come to that. Dr. Peters," laughed the doctor. 
"Yes, I have observed this. A large percentage of those who have gall 
bladder trouble •with stones, are overweight." 
"Good! I thought you'd say that," I smiled back, "for other surgeons 
have told me the same thing. What do you consider the relationship?" 
"Well, Doctor, we know the nucleic of gall bladder stones are m the 
great majority of cases composed of infectious germs which have gained 
access to the gall bladder and caused an irritation with the resultant 
precipitation of the bile salts. But undoubtedly obesity favors their for- 
mation In two ways: 
1. The overeating which results in overweight, 
causes a bile which is too concentrated;1^. Obese persons do not actively 


e their trunk muscles and therefore lose the automatic massage of 
the gall bladder •which keeps it in good condition." 
So here we have another, good reason for our campaign agalnstt 
overweight, -which we have not been emphasizing sufficiently,

ifraid. From now on, we'll mention it frequently. Prevent overweight 
by active exercise, especially of the trunk muscles, and correct diet, and 
you will, In most cases prevent the formation of gall stones. 
Here's a little more about gallstones, from Tice 
Climate: Gallstones are more frequent in cold and damp climates. 
Sex: 
They occur three times as frequently in women as In men. 
(Causes given: tight lacing (doesn't act now!), constipation, sedentary 
habits, lax abdomen, pregnancy. 
(Ill sum up—there is a greater pro- 


portion of women who are overweight.) 
~ 
Age: 
75% occur,after 40. Larger number between 50-60. Under 20, 
only 1%. (Another summing up by L. H. P. (That is the age when too 
often the physical activities slow down without accompanying slowing 
down of appetite, hence overweight.) 
Race: Russia, Sweden, Hungary, Austria and Germany yield the 
highest percent. 
(Lots of overwelghters in those countries?) 


Occupation: Sedentary occupation most. 
Diet: 
Indirectly a canuse. Overeating with intestinal trouble causes 
nflamination of the gall bladder. Alcohol, too little water, and every- 
thing- that favors stagnation of bile, are potent causes

A train load of liv e an d d ressed poultry, butter, 
•gtfs an d che.eap left I.,ln coln Saturd ay n ight for the 
eastern m arkets. All of the prod uce came from N e­ 
braska farm s. 
It will prov id e good ad v ertisin g for the state. 
N ebraska’s story lihs n ot been sufficien tly told 
throughout the n ation to en able tliose who liv e out­ 
sid e Its bord ers to get a clear con cej)tion of the basis 
of prosperity. For years practically the on ly crops 
raised in this state which receiv e atten tion from out­ 
sid ers are corn , w heat an d oats. While corn Is the 
prin cipal crop an d oats an d w heat ad d greatly to the 
rev en ues of the agricultural section s. N ebraska is by 
n o mean s d epen d en t upon Its three prin cipal crops. 
It has m an y other sources of In come. Chief amon g 
these are the sid elin es of poultry an d flairy which fit 
In BO closely with fgrlculture. 
In 1924, the N ebraska Poultry, P utter an d Kgg 
association d eclares, this state shli>p*‘d 2.011 carload s 
of poultry to m arket, an d prod uced 50,000,000 d ozen 
eggs, of an aggregate v alue of $35,000,000. For the 
year which is d rawin g to a close, Nebraska has a l­ 
read y prod uced 84,000.000 poun d s of butter, Omaha, 
(he largest city In the state, takes ran k « « the largest 
butter m an ufacturin g city in the world . The com psrl- 
ton can he mad e ev en more effectiv ely. The poultry 
prod ucts from the N ebraska farm are worth as much 
to the farm ers of this state as all of the wheat which 
l.a raised . The d airy output in Nebra.ska ad d s as much 
to the wealth of this state as wheat or oats. The two 
combin ed each year en rich Nebraska farm ers to the 
Clien t of $1 0 0,0 0 0,0 0 0. 
Two years ago when agriculture wa.s in the d old ­ 
rums. N ebraska farm ers were urged to d iv ersify their 
efforts. Farm in g which furn ished the backbon e of 
prosperity from 1910 to 1918 was con d ucted on th^f 
aeale. although the olosln g years of the w ar saw' 
m an y expen siv e method s ad opted .'B ut from 1918 to 
1920. farm ers gav e tip feed in g chicken s an d milkin g 
cows. At the best It la exactin g an d laborious. Corn . 
w'hcAt an d oats were brin gin g such high prices on 
the m arket th at It was un n ecessary to exten d farm ­ 
in g operation s to the sid elin es which had prev iously 
b« in a part of N ebraska agriculture. Then the shimp 
came. N ebraska farm ers wen t buck to raisin g cMck- 
en s an d to milkin g cows. They d id n ot d elay their 
task. By con v ertin g their cheap corn in to hlgh-pr ced 
pork, an d by In creasin g their poultry flocks an d their 
d airy 
herd s. 
N ebraska farm ers 
pulled out of Iho 


*^^*"There are few states in the un ion better ad apted 
to the poultry In d ustry than Nebraska. There Is a 
v ast am oun t of cheap forage. Climatic con d ition s are 
gen erally fav orable. Olv en ev en a fair am oun t of a t­ 
ten tion . chicken s will d o as well in this state as an v 
place in the un ion . The same situation applies to 
d airyin g. The trouble with d airyin g has been that 
N ebraska farm ers had too m an y n on -pn .d uctlv e or 
scrub cows in their herd s. Now an effort is bein g 
mad e to Improv e the d airy herd s In the state. 
W hile N ebraska has realized big d iv id en d s from 
her poultry an d d airy In d ustries, the n ext ten years 
will see a trem en d ous In crease In the output In this 
state. 


gasolin e sold . In ord er to m eet the cost of d oin g busi­ 
n ess. The d ealer la forced to charge a higher price 
or come out behin d . Ev en un d er the stress of com ­ 
petition , this con d ition prev ails 
The con sum er pays f o 
r t h e multiplicity of facilities 
that hav e been prov id ed for him to choose from. Ho 
d id n ot ask for sofman y of them, but ho pays an yway. 
So, from his stan d poin t as wel< .s from th a t of the 
d ealer, thin gs are n ot satisfactory. 
If tw o-third s of the existin g station s could be 
elim in ated —which would seem to be out of the ques­ 
tion —the rest of them would sell three tim es as much. 
T hat wotild en able the own ers to operate on a closer 
margin an d stlil make morU mon ey on their In v est­ 
men ts. 
Not on ly are the larger cities ov ersuppUed with 
fillin g station s, but W ery v illage has from two to 
half a d ozen of them. Man y of these were established 
tw'O or three yearS ago by person s who wan ted to get 
in on wlv it they believ ed was a gold min e. No d oubt, 
most of the people w'ho em barked on such v en tures 
hav e learn ed d ifferen tly. B ut they are in an d they 
must liv e. Also, the old er d ealers who hav e had to 
d iv id e their busin ess with the n ewcomers m ust share 
the los.Hcs. 
No effectiv e remed y fd r this state of affairs ,1s 
in sight. It may turn out ev en tually th a t some will 
hav e to quit the field . Otherwise, the trad e as a whole 
may fin d Its complete recov ery postpon ed un til growth 
of population an d in crease In the n un iber of autom o- 
blle.s take up the slack between supply an d d eman d . 
It is gratifyin g to observ e that v ery few n ew fill­ 
in g station s hav e been open ed In Lin coln d urin g th 
last year or two. W ith the city an d its suburban com ­ 
m un ities growin g as fast as they are, a stead y im ­ 
prov emen t in the gasolin e busin ess should he exper­ 
ien ced —prov id ed there is n o further m ultiplication of 
d ealers In th at commod ity.

A fair in d ex of Jake Yun gblut Is rev ealed In the 
record which he mad e In Lin coln Rotary, the organ i­ 
zation in which he was m ost activ e. Durin g the ten 
years that he was con n ected wd th the club, he n ev 'er 
was cred ited with an un excused absen ce.

Small ston e.s d o pass throught the d uct to 
the in testin es; W'hen on e gets In to the d uet, of sufficien t size to stretch 
it much, there is great pain —the gallston e colic.” 
"H av e y« >u observ ed an y relalon shlp between ov erw eight an d gall 
blad d er d isease?"

"Ah? I kn ew j'ou’d come to that. Dr. Peters,” laughed the d octor. 
"Tes, I hav e observ ed this.

Place 
the ball flat upon the ground with 
its lacers up and have the hands 
grip it- with thumbs parallel to its 
middle seam. As the ball is snapped 
back by the arms and wrists it will

largest gains, 


practically all of them selling at 
new hig-h levels, because of greatly 
increased 
earnings 
reported 
by 
Chrysler, Genery.1 Motors, Stude- 
baker and some of the others. 
Speculation has carried prices of 
most motor shares far abo've their 
book value. The margin above that 
level represents earning power and 
good will, and it is a fair assump- 
tion that in the long run earning 
power cannot stay far above a nor- 
mal return on actual investment. 


The large motor companies arc 
planning schedules for 1926 which 
mean a total output of 5 million 
cars next year, a million or more 
above this year's output. Enthusi- 
asm over the industry is outrunning 
all previous experience. The demand 
for cars in the month ending today 
exceeded expectations and is far 
ahead of last year, as is evident 
by the fact that employment in 
Detroit—mostly in motor car fac- 
tories—is 36 per cent larger than 
a year ago. 


Steel Business • Expanding. 


Motor car companies are not the 


only ones showing increased earn- 
ings. The steel companies made -i 
much improved record in the third 
quarter. United States Steel report- 
ed $2.93 a share earned on the 
com- 


mon stock for the quarter and $S.93 
for nine months, with propects that 
for the year earnings will be $1'2 
a share or more. 


The steel stocks, however, failed 


to make much response to increase 
ing earnings, higher prices for some 
products and 
steadily 
expanding 


production, which is now earning 
90 per cent of capacity. 


Railroad Earnings Increase. 


Outside of a few issues affected 


by special conditions, notably the 
southern 
lines, 
railroad 
stocks 


moved narrowly all week, though 
with an increased volume of trade.

showed large increases. Indications 
are that the class 1 roads will show 
5 1-2 per cent earned on total capi- 
tal investment this year, the largest 
since the war.

So far the advance in the average 
price of fifty representative stocky 
has been due largely to the sensa- 
tional gains in the motors. Many 
men have more surplun mop°v to- 
day than ever before with a .ron- 
cer urge to speculate in the stock 
market than lias been witnessed 
in a long time. Speculation has 
centered in the motor shares be- 
cause fundamentals in that indus- 
try have been more promising than 
in any other.

From the viewpoint o£ 
traders, in the stock market, how- 
ever, the important point is not 
that the loans are high but that 
the Wall street banks are not talk- 
ing about the loans. "\Vhen the AVall 
street banks begin to call attention 
to their swollen loans and when 
the figures covering the total of 
these loans begin to find their way 
on the "Wall street news tickers, 
it will mean that distribution ot 
stocks now going on has been com- 
pleted and hence that it is time, 
temporarily at least to abandon the 
long side of the stock market.— 
Kansas City Star.
